On the map, 
at their spots or origin, are mount­ 
ed carvings and ancient 
relics 
from all over the world. 
In the plan of China, for instance, 
are a ceramic hen dating from the 
Ming dynasty, a two-foot-high carv­ 
ed warrior god. and other old d u t­ 
ies c arved In wood and Jade.
